Railway Smash-Up. 


One Man Killed, and Two Others 
Injured, 


THK TRAIN THROWN FROM 
SOMK FIEND. 


THR TRACK BY 


A most fiendish and successful attempt at 
train-wrocking occurred on the Midland 
division of the Grand Trunk on Tuesday 
morning, A little before six o'clock a 
spocial cast bound freight train left Camp- 
bellford, and when about three miles this 
side, on rounding a curve, came upon an ob- 


struction which threw the engine and ten 
cara from the track, causing one of the 
worst wrecks that has taken place on the 
line for many years, The tender and sever- 
al of the freight cars were piled on top of 
the locomotive, and the box cara, which 
were loaded with oats burat open, and hun- 
dreds of bushels of grain buried the locomo- 
tive almost out of sight, 

There were three men on the locomotive 
at the time. Johnson, the engineer was 
badly scalded, but will likely recover. 
Fred Murray, the fireman, is a son of Mr. 
Wm. Murray, of West Huntingdon, He 
qeonped with but slight injuries, Purdy, 
the front brakeaman, was also on the engine, 
and was the only man killed, By some 
means he was thrown down by the engine, 
and when dug out some hours afterwards he 
was found in a sitting position with his 
back to the firebox, and buried bencath sev- 
eral hundred bushels of oats, His legs were 
pinioned down by \portions of the wreck, 
making it impossible for him to move, and 
in this position he must have slowly roasted, 
as well as being smothered by the oats, 
Purdy belonged to Port Hope, where he liv- 
ed with his widowed mother, 

It would appear, from all the informa- 
tion that can be obtained, that the wreck 
was wilfully and maliciously caused by the 
placing of a tie on the rails—one end of the 
tie being placed under, and the other end on 
top of the rail,—thus making it impossible 
for the coweatcher to throw it off. The 
fiend who would commit such an act de-

The wreck was a bad one, the locomotive 
was 80 badly damaged as to be almost, if 
not quite beyond repair, and the cars were 
badly broken up and piled in an indescriba- 
ble mass of confusion to the height of twen- 
ty feet or more. 

Mr. J. M. Riddell, superintendent, with 
a staff of men left Belleville with the auxil- 
liary train shortly after news of the accident 
arrived, and by evening the track was clear 
80 that trains could pass, 

The loss to the Railway Company will be 
considerable, though what the probable 
amount will be we have not learned, 

It is stated that a farmer living near the 
scene of the accident, named Third, while 
going across the track for the cows early in 
the morning, noticed a tie on the track and 
removed it, 

The scene of the wreck was visited by 
hundreds of people during the day, a large 
oumber going from this place, 

The farmers in the vicinity very generous- 
ly furnished a lunch at noon to all those 
who were engaged in clearing up the wreck. 

The mail train which is due here at 6;24, 
a.m., was sWitcbed on a siding and remain- 
ed there until nine o'clock, She then went 
on to the wreck and passengers were trans- 
ferred to the Peterborough train and other 


points west, At six o'clock, the track be- 
ing clear, passengers changed cars here, for 
points east and west. 

The railway authorities offer $500 reward 
for the arrest of the guilty party. It is 
thought that the obstruction was placed on 
the track for the purpose of wrecking Stan- 
ton’s train, the freight train not being ex- 
pected along. Certain parties are suspected 
and if the guilt can be fastened on them it 
will go hard with them, 


Iron Smelting Works. 


WILL PROBABLY BE ESTABLISHAD IN DESER- 
ONTO IN THE NEAR FUTURE, 


Kingston News:—There are now fair pros- 
pects that iron smelting works will be estab- 
ished at Deseronto, or some other near 
point within a short time. Mr. Rathbun 
has recently been making application to the 
Dominion Government for the usual railway 
subsidy for an extension of bis line of rail- 
ways from Harrowsmith to Sydenham and 
beyond, and also from Tweed into the min- 
eral regions of North Hastings. Both these 
extensions will be through rich iron ore re 
gions, and Mr. Rathbun assures the Govern- 
ment that if the desired public grants are 
tande he will establish iron smelting works 
capable of turning out at least thirty tons 
of charcoal pig iron per day. The Govern- 
ment will probably recommend Parliament 
to grant the asked for subsidies. From the 
well known business abi of the Rath- 
bun Co, and the great facilities at their com- 
mand little doubt need be entertained of the 
success of such smelting works if once un- 
dertaken, 

The importance of manufacturing in our 
own country, and from our own country’s 
natural products, of nine or ten thousand 
tons of superior pig iron each year can be 
easily understood, Not only would it rep 
resent the saving of a vost drain of Canad 
ian money now floating out for a foreign 
production, but it would also represent 
profitable employment for thousands of Can- 
adians at home, in addition to our existing 
industries, and turning into immediate value 
thousands of acres of rich mineral lands now 
lying undeveloped and practically wortbless, 

As the ore would be smelted with char 
coal, the additional home market for wood 
for charcoal making, would also be very 
great. Thirty tova of pig iron smelted per 
day would represent a daily home demand 
for thirty tons of charcoul, or at least 1,500 
bushels. Much of the present standing 
wood in the rear of these counties suitable 
for charcoal making, would be increased 
many times in value,

Some Uses For Lemons.

Manufacturing Oripples- 


The Gingerbread Fair, as it is called, 
which is held every spring in the Faubourg 
St. Antoine and the Place de Ja Nation, 
Paris, is, says correspondent, notorious for 
the number of artificial phenomenaexhibited 
thereto the public. This year their num- 
ber has been greatly increased by the ar- 
rival of about twenty culs-de-jatte, who are 
wretchedly lodged in huts on a piece of 
waste ground in the Cours de Vincennes. 
‘These cripples, whose minute shrivelled-u 
legs are curled up on the boards on which 
they sit, form a colony, which calls to mind 
the Cours des Miracles ot former times, 
Every morning they all issue forth, propel- 
ling themselves with their hands, to take up 
their respective places atthe Fair there, to 
await the pence which may be thrown to 


Their aspect isso pitiful that itis taid many 
of them make a real harvest, which, how- 
ever, of course goes to the beggar “‘farmer.”” 
It appears that twenty or thirty years ago 
the culs-de-jatte were almost unknown in 
France, and that these deplorable looking 
cripples are the product of what may be 
called an industry. Almost all the numer- 
ous deformed little creatures who roll them- 
selves about on boards come from Spain, 
and more especially from Tolosa, or the 
neighborhood, situated at about twenty- 
two kilometres to the south of St. Sebastian. 
‘They are the outcome of the abominal prac- 
tices of beggar ‘‘farmers,” who seek their 
victims among the children of the peasants, 
When there is a weakly boy in the family, 
they persuade the parents that he can never 
be anything but a burden to them unless 
they consent to have him transformed into 
a culs-de-jatte, and promise to pay them a 
trife a day so long as the culs-de-jatte is 
left with them. The heartless wretches, 
assuming the character of humane bene- 
factors, pretend they thus provide the 
weakly child with the means of gaining his 
living, and also procure the parents a con- 
siderable pecuniary advantage. The oper- 
ation to which the unfortunate creature is 
subjected is as effectual as itis simple. The 
legs of the child are so tightly compressed 
that the circulation of the blood in them is 
stopped. Little by little the legs wither 
away, and the culs-de-jatte is manufactured.

We inspected each in turn 
and compared it with the rude drawing, 
and finally settled on the one called Pope 
Island as the one meant by the drawer of 
the chart. Neither of us had ever landed 
there, but understood that the island was 
not inhabited. 

We satisfied ourselves in a few minutes 
that we had found the island, but as to the 
writing we could come to no conclusion. 
The instructions were to enter the north 
bay and bring up at o certain spot. What 
for? ‘The existence of a spring was men- 
tioned, but why should we go ashore? Un- 
less there was something of value on or 
about the island, why had it been chartered 
and the chart mictl around by a sailor? 
Why hadn't tho writer filled out the memor- 
anda and given some point to start from, or 
wus his reference to the spring a hint in 
this direction? 

The Captain and I talked the matter over 
and over, but could make it no plainer. It 
was natural under the circumstances that 
our minds should run to buried treasure. 
Indeed, we couldn’t get rid of the feelin; 
that the sailor who had died in the hospital: 
had planted something of value on Pope 
Island, and that being the case we decided 
to have a try for it. What hastened our de- 
cision was a conversation overheard betwoen 
two sailors who had been at the hospital in- 
quiring about Andrews and his effects.

Low Prices and Hard Times. 


Although with the advent of spring indi- 
cations are plentiful that business is looking 


up, farmers and others are still complainin; 
etihowe prices and hard times, A careful 
study of commercial history shows a univer- 


sal rise and fall occurring with so much reg- 


ularity that books have been published 
showing that these changes occur in cycles 


and that within certain limits they can 
predicted. Rural philesophers have evenat- 
tributed them to sun spots. For several 
years past prices ruled high. Now they 
are low. In Great Britain, and indeed, all 
over Europe, this depression in prices is far 
more severe than in the United Scates and 
Canada, British journals trace the trouble 
in that country to the Baring failure and 
the Argentine bankruptcy, which have 
largely prevented foreigners from buying 
British goods, and to the McKinley notion 
in the States, which encourages manufac- 
tures there, and by so much lessens the de- 
mand for foreign goods. Like the general 
Canadian view that this country is suffering 
more than others, this is too narrow, al- 
though there is no doubt that these causes 
must have had some effect. The general 
failure of crops in Europe last year was 4 
much more potent factor in the case, 
as the people generally had less to 
spend for other things, being obliged to 
save in order to buy bread. The London 
Economist shows, in a recent issue, that of 
thirty of the most common articles of neces- 
sity, two thirds fell in price during the first 
quarter of the present year, and prices of 
produce and manufactured articles fell at 
the same rate. ‘Lhe net decline in prices of 
all products in the three months was 3 per 
cent, The ‘range of prices,” says _the 
Economist on April Ist, was ‘* within a little 
more than 2 per cent. of the lowest ever re- 
corded.” Italy, France, Germany and 
Russia are steadily adding to their over- 
burdeming debts, because political condi- 
tions are so critical and dangerous that lar; 
standing armies, and war supplies, must 
kept ready for probable emergencies. Eng- 
land ostensibly has free trade in foreign 
products, but the burden of taxation there 
isin excess of what we have to pay, cven 
when the indirect taxes and tariff duties are 
reckoned. The new cycle will socn come 
around, and prices of farm produce will rel- 
atively improve, but the farmer c 
be surprised to find that other products will 
be on a parity with what he has to sell, and 
that the net results will be about the same 
as now.

The Presidential Contest. 


The Republican Convention at Minneapo- 
lis concluded its session on Friday last, tho 
balloting for a candidate having been 4 much 
leas protracted affair than was anticipated, 
The total number of votes in the convention 
was 904, and thus 458 votes wore necessary 
to a choice, On tho firat ballot the vote 
stood—Harrison 535, Blaine and MoKinley 
182 each, Reid 4, and Lincoln}, Thus on 
tho first ballot Harrison was the choice, and 
by subsequent motion his nomination was 
ubanimous, The Blaine boom fell flat, and 
though all the noise and enthusiasm appa- 
rently was for Blaine, yeb when votes were 
counted, as the phrase is, ‘‘ ho wasn’t in it.” 
This ia the third timo Blaine has appeured 
as a presidential candidate, and it is likely 
the last, 

Tor Vico-presidont, Mr, Whitelaw Reid, 
one of the editors of the New York J'ribune 
was chosen without opposition. Thus the 
Republican standard bearers are Harrison 
mat Reid. 

Opposed to Harrison the most likely can- 
didate on the Democratic side is Cleveland, 
but this will be known definitely in a week 
or 80, as the Democratic Convention will 
meet in Chicago on the 21st of this month,

Sale of Mining Property. 


A big deal in gold mining property has 
just been consumated at Marmora, namely 
tho sale of the Lingham & Co's. property 
and mills to a syndicate ot American capita- 
lists, The price is fixed at over $100,000, of 
which $5,000 is put up as forfeit. The 
works at mill and mines, and also the rail- 
road from mines to Marmora village, have 
been stopped until the new owners make a 
thorough examination, and if this is satis- 
factory work will be resumed on a gigantic 
scale,

Money in Butter. 


It is an unfortunate fact that, while 
cheese-making has been making the most 
wonderful strides forward in Canada, the 
kindred industry of butter-making has becn 
going backward, 

The extent of this retrogression was 
pointed out by the Deputy Minister of Ag- 
riculture for Ontario in a speech recently 
delivered. Mr. James showed that in 1866 
before Confederation, Canada exported ten 
and a-half million pounds of butter, as 
against only three and three.quarter mil- 
lion pounds last year, High water mark 
was touched in 1880, when eighteen and a- 
half millions were sent abroad, and from 
that on there was a falling off until in 1889 
only only one and three-quarter million 
pounds were exported. Since then, how: 
ever, there has been an upward tendency 
again, and, in 1891, as above stated, three 
and three-quarter million pounds of Cunad- 
ian butter were shipped to outside markets. 

The falling-off which was observable fron 
1880 to 1889 is attributed by Mr. James to 
the fact that practically nothing was done 
during those years to improve the product 
of the Dominion, while within the same per- 
iod great advancement was made by France 
and Denmark, particularly by the latter (in 
which the establishment of creameries was 
encouraged by the Government,) the result 
being that the products of these two coun- 
tries, three years ago, practically shut that 
of Oanada out of the English market. 
Since 1889, however, the travelling dairy 
has been at work, and to its influence is due 
the picking up that has been observed iu 
the last two years, 

This diary is at best, however, a mere 
make shift, What is required is the estab- 
lishment of creameries that will give a uni- 
formity in quality such as can never be se- 
cured while each farmer’s wife makes her 
own butter, In this respect Quebec is away 
ahead of Ontario, the former having one 
hundred and twelve creameries against anly 
forty five in this province, 

Herein is another opportunity for the 
doption of a progressive policy by the Gov- 
ernment of Ontario, The creation of cream- 
eries should bo encouraged’ official inspect- 
ors provided for and the quality of the pro- 
duct certified to by a Provincialstamp. The 
possibilitics of the trade are more than sufli 
cient to warrant Oy expenditure necessary, 
as is shown by the fact that Denmark, with 
a population less than that of Ontario, ex- 
ports $15,000,000 worth of butter annually, 
while the highest figure ever reached for the 
whole of Canada was only a little over $3,- 
000,000, ‘There is money in butter. and the 
trifling outlay required to placo Ontario in 
the van in bringing it out should be cheer- 
fally borne by the Government of this Prov- 
ince.—Toronto News.

Mr, Balfour announced in the British

The first account of taking granulated 
butter from the churn instead of gathering 
it into a solid mass, was first published in 
1873. It has now become the standard pro- 
cess in all the best dairy establishments, 
and the superiority of the product is every- 
where recognized, This fact affords a good 
example of the aid rendered the farmer 
through the agricultural press, 


Glass is rapidly coming to the front as a 
building material. It is now proposed to 
cast it in the form of blocks, colored accord- 
ing to fancy, and use it both for outer walls 
and for interior decoration, Roughly cast 
glass, it is suid, can be made as cheaply as 
concrete or artificial stone and is completely 
impervious to moisture and practically in- 
destructible, For interior work the colored 
glass would be polished and made to glow 
like a mirror while all kinds of decorative 
effects could be obtained as easily as in the 
ordinary plaster, by moulding it in a plastic 
state, 


Calgary, Alberta, N.W.T., isa great and 
growing place and is going extensively into 
the dead meat trade, The Northwest Trad- 
ing Company have ast built there, at the 
junction of the C,P.R. with the Calgary and 
Manonten Railway, a cooling store capable 
of holding 260 carcases of beef and 1, of 
mutton, with slaughter houses, corrals, pig 
geries, etc, They are shipping in refrigera- 
tos cars, One car load has been sent to 
Vancouver, B. C., every five days from Feb- 
ruary 10 to end of May to fill a contract. 
Fach car takes twenty-five carcases of beef 
and 100 of mutton. Later on they intend 
establishing a pork packing house and also 
a tannery. 


The Province of Manitoba is soon to take 
a vote on the question of prohibition. It is 
to be managed in this way:—At the same 
time as the general elections each elector 
will be handed a ballot marked in one place 
“For Prohibition,” and in another place 
** Against Prohibition.” Those who vote 
will mark a cross for their choice, and thus 
the mind of the people will be recorded. 
As to the result? Well, the country dis- 
tricts are so strongly in favor of temperance 
that it is believed they will give a large ma- 
jority for prohibition. Some even expect to 
carry the cities by small majorities, After 
the plebiscite, if it has been given for pro- 
hibition, will become a prohibitory act if the 
province has the power—and ee lawyers 
believe it bas—to pass it. At all events, 
the moral effect wil be greatly on the side 
of the temperance workers and must oxert 
an influence in the right direction, 


A unique, simple, and useful device is a 
self closing gas burner invented by Charles 
H. Kinney, of Milwaukce. On the inside 
of the burner is a valve attached to a silver 
wire, which protrudes about one-third of an 
inch above the burner, In order to light 
tho gas all that ia necessary is to brivg the 
match in contact with the silver wire; this 
expands and opens the valye by which the 
gaa is admitted into the buroer. Silvor is 
one of the conductors of hoat, and it does 
not take more than five seconds to light a 
jet, and a reporter blew ont the flame, but 
ten seconds later there waa no odor of os- 
caping gas perceptible from tho sclf closing 
burner, ‘This device, the inventor claims, 
will not only prevent tho excape of gas after 
tho flame has been blown out, but will also 
act in the samo manner where the gas has 
beon turned off and thon accidentally turned 
on again,

Sheep and Dogs. « 


The question of “best breed of sheep” 
hinges largely upon locality and purpose. 
If fine mutton be the special object, the 
Downs are doubtless best, especially the 
Southdowns. If one is close to railroad 
transportation, production of early lambs 
will probably be more profitable, and :t is 
not always the finest mutton sheep which 
best fill this bill, A good-sized lamb, early 
in the season, will bring a big price, no mat 
ter what the breed. Years ago, I was very 
much interested in Cotswolds, and still 
think highly of them. Their wool does not 
usually bring so much per pound as some 
others, but it will make up in quantity any 
sateleney in price. They are large sheep, 
and the lambs are marketable quite early. 
Bat of late years, a breed, the Dorset horn- 
ed, is coming to the front, nearly equal to 
Cotswold in size, and reputed as breeding 
twicea year, 

‘The Dorsets are said also to be courage- 
ous, and willing and ableto fight dogs, using 


their big horns very effectively against the

Horses in Hot Weathor. 


A former who keeps several teams for 
summer work writes as follows: Corn is 
not as good feed in hot weather as oats, In 
fact some horses cannot be fed on corn when 
Warm weather comes, In winter three 
parts of corn and ong of oats, ground, makes 
& good feed, The quantity ‘of corn can be 
diminished and oats increased as apring ap- 
proaches, Wo inake it about two parts of 
oatsand one of corn forapring work. Horses 
fed on ground feed often refuse to cat it 
when at hard labor in warm spring wea- 
ther; then whole grain shonld bo given for 
a fow days, when it will again be relished, 
An occasional bran mash is relished; and ig 
very beneficial if given after a cold, stormy 
drive. ;

Leaving the Queenston road at nearly a 
right angle, Lundy's Lane followed « course 
almost Hae west for about half a mile, thea 
trending gradually northward, crossed the 
Twelve Mile Creek at DeCew’s Falls. About 
a hundred yards west of the junction of the 
roads, on the south Side of Lundy's Lane, 
stood » Presbyterian church, a low frame 
building, painted red. It occupied the 
highest point of therise, which slopes gently 
southward and westward, but dips niore 
abruptly to the east and north. On the 
night of the church lay a small enclosure, in 
whic. a few weatherbeaten wooden slabs 
and rade brown headstones, with sometimes 
a brief inscription roughly caryed upon them 
by the village blacksmith’s chisel, but more 
often nameless, marked the graves of the 
fathers of the settlement. Hither, too, brave 
young Cecil Bisshop was borne by mourn- 
ing comrades upon their return from that 
daring raid in which he met his death, and 
there lie still reposes. Southward, a thriv- 
ing young orchard covered the slope below 
the graveyard, extending quite to the edge 
of the Rortage Road and encircling a small 
dwelling and farmyard, Meadows and culti- 
vated fields lay beyond, bounded by thick 
woods less than halfa mile away on both 
sides of the road, stretching down to the 
river near Table Rock, and skirting the 
brink of the chasm for a long distance.

JUNE SESSION. 
FIRST DAY. 


Council met at Belleville on Tuesday, 
14th inst, 

After address by the Warden communica- 
tions were read—From the education depart- 
ment of the town of Trenton demanding 
from the county $261.04 for school purposes, 


—Roforred to the committee on Ways and 


ort was received from the Stirling 
High School giving a detailed statement of 
tho expenditure and the number of acholars 
in attendance in the yarious forms,—Refor- 
red to the Waya avd Mosns committee, 

From Mr, C, Hudson of Belleville, claim- 
ing damages to the extent of $3,000 for the 
loss of the thumb of the right hand, caused 
by an accident which occurred to him on 
the highway in the township of Sidney, be- 
tween the 2nd and 8rd concession road. — 
Referred to the Ways and Means committee. 

A petition was presented signed by rate- 
payors of the townships of Rawdon, Madoc 
and Huntingdon asking for aid to assiat in 
making repairs to a road known as the Spry 
Settlement road, 

Messrs, Montgomery and Bateman spoke 
in support of the petition, as the road was 
in need of repairs. 

Tho petition was referred to the Ways 
and Means committee. 

Conncil next went into committee of the 
whole on Ways and Means, Mr. Farley in 
tho chair. 

The petition of ratepayers of Rawdon, 
Madoc, and Huntingdon, asking a grant to 
gravel a road known as the Spry settlement 
road, was considered, 

The Warden moved that $100 be granted 
to assist in gravelling the road, 

The motion of the Warden was declared 
ont of order, ay at the January session a 
motion prevailed that no farther grants bo 
made on roads outside County gravel roads 

The claim of Mr, Hudson for damages 
was vonsidered, 

Mr. Haggerty thought that the County 
was not liable in the matter. 

Mr. Vermilyea was of opinion that the 
matter should be laid over until Mr, Hudson 
or his solicitor were heard about it. 

Mr. Aylswosth was of the same opinion 

On motion the matter was laid over for 
the present to allow Mr. Hudson or his 
solictor to appear before the committee and 
state his claims. 

The demand of the Board of Education of 
the town of Trenton for $261.04 was laid 
over for consideration, 

An account of Dr. Eakin’s for $15 for ex- 
amination of lunatics was laid over, 

A number of accounts were presented and 
ordered to be paid, 

The Committee rose, reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again. 

Council adjourned until 10 o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning. 

SECOND DAY. 

County Council resumed at 10 a, m. 

A petition was read from George Brooks 
claiming $200 damages for broken rib and a 
sprained wrist on account of a defective side 
walk on Russel street in the village of 
Madoc, on December 22nd, 1891. 

Referred to Ways and Means committee. 

Several ratepayers asked for a special 
grant for the gravel road between the vil 
lages Bridgewater aud Bogart—Ways and 
and Means. 

Mr, Aylsworth moved the first reading of 
a by-law to equalize the assessment of the 
minor manicipalities—Also a by-law fixing 
the rate of taxation for 1892, 

Charles Hudson notified the Council that 
he would meet them at 10 a m. Thorsday 
morning 

Mr, Aylsworth thought it would be more 
satisfactory if Mr. Hudson could meet a 
committee. Mr, Martin agreed with this. 

Mr. Vermilyea and Mr, Dench thought it 
would be better if Mr. Hudson was heard 
before the bar of the council. 

Mr. Aylsworth moved tbat he be heard in 
respect to his claim at 11 a. m. Thursday 
moroing,—Carried, 

The committee on Ways and Means re- 
sumed, Mr. Farley in the chair. 

Mr. Murphy and Mr. Thompson spoke 
favorably of a grant towards the gravel road 
between Bridgewater and Bogart. 

Mr, Vermilyea pointed out that if this 
question of special grants was re opened at 
this session it meant an increase of taxation 
and he did not think the ratepayers would 
uphold the council in any such step. 

Mr, Montgomery said that if any special 
grants were made he would press Rawdon’s 
claim. 

The peuition of George Brooks of Madoc 
was laid over for further consideration, 

Mr. Haggerty stated that a man named 
Reed bad gone to work in a mill at Crooks- 
ton and within fifteen minutes suffered a 
broken leg.

Poppy Cultivation in India. 


As the cultivation of tobacco is prohibited 
in England except under a special license 
from the excise authorities, so the cultiva- 
tion of the poppy in British India is for- 
bidden unless a license has been taken out, 
When a cultivator takes out a license from 
the Opium Department to cultivate a certain 
area, (usually two-thirds of an acre of his 
own land ) he receives an advance in money 
to secure his allegiance, and he binds him- 
self to deliver to the opium agent at a fixed 
price, ordinarily of 5s. a pound, whatever 
opium may be produced on his land. 

When official supervision is efticient, it is 
certainly véry difficult fora man to culti- 
vate poppy on a larger area than is covered 
by his license without detection, The cul- 
tivation cannot be concealed. Itis a sort 
of garden cultivation, the poppy plants be- 
ing grown in little squares or beds intersect- 
ed by tiny water channels for irrigation 
wherever this is possible. The growth of 
the plants is carefully tended ; and at length 
the time comes when they burst out into 
flower, and the fields louk like a sheet of 
silver as the white petals of the flowers 
glisten in the morning dew. 

These beautiful petals are the first prod- 
uce of the crop; for the women and chil- 
dren of the cultivator’s families come forth 
and pick them off one by one and carefully 
dry them, so that they may serve afterward 
as the covering of the manufactured cakes 
of opium. Then the poppies, with thoir 
bare capsule heads, remain standing in the 
open field until it is considered that they 
are ripe for lancing. The cultivators then 
come forth in the evening, and, with an im- 
plement not unlike the knives of a cupping 
instrument, they scarify the capsule on 
sides with deep incisions, so that the juice 
may exude, ie the early morning the cul- 
tivators reappear with a seraping knife and 
their earthenware pots, and they scrape off 
the exuded juice and collect it in their pots, 
And this is crude opium.—{Blackwood's 
Magazine,

Acronautand the Beautiful Things Seen. 


At a height of 200 feet in the air, rushing 
past with tremendous velocity, gives one 
the impression of leaning out of the car win- 
dow of a limited express, the sounds of earth 
die away ina murmur, and itis then that 
the balloon seems stationary, the earth 
falling away from it. 

Looking down from the height all surfaces 
appear level, mountains and valleys are 
alike and the world looks as if spread out 
and flattened by a rolling pin. Roads and 
rivers resolve themselves into narrow rib- 
bons ; forests, fields and meadows areclumps 
of green, red,and black, wich green as the 
dominant color. At two miles earth is lost 
to view, as in a fog. 

Presently the balloon begins to sail, 
driven by the air current. There is nowno 
apparent motion. The aeronaut experiences 
a feeling of oppression ; theair, deprived of 
its vital principle, exhausts at each inspira- 
tion; ringing sounds are heard in the ears, 
and one can, so to speak, hear the stillness, 
The breath comes in quick, successive gasps 
that do not satisfy the lungs. It is like 
going to one’s death. 

Looking up the horizon is bounded by the 
big black ball—the balloon—dark against 
the milky opaqueness of the atmosphere. 
The air ship is swaying and swinging, while 
the clouds, floating in « contrary direction, 
produce a vague dizziness. There is, how- 
ever, no time for tremors. Seconds seem 
houre, the mind and memory travelling with 
electric flight. 

Conjectures, recollections, and retrospec- 
tion flash across the bewildered brain as one 
reels through space. Suddenly the top of 
the balloon comes in contact with a cloud, 
there is a slight jar and the next instant 
all is enveloped in fog, from which the 
aeronaut emerges soaked with spray. And 
now for the spectacle ! Sublime, dazzling. 
Mountains of iridescence, fleecy white 
clouds tinged with creamy pink, like the 
plumage of the cockatoo. Swirling combin- 
ations of color, blending and shifting as in 
agigantic bubble. Golden greens, that melt 
into purple and bronze and crimson, with 
tho sun dissolving and overflowing on their 
tops. Wonderful tint, such as an artist 
never dreamed of. ‘l’o comprehend color it 
is necessary to have seen the magic can- 
vases of the clouds. The balloon sails on 
and drops slowly away from this panorama 
once more into the colorless atmosphere. 

With the descent the earth appears to 
rise and the balloon to remain fixed, and 
now the operator is occupied with one idea 
—speculation as to where and how he will 
reach earth, for distance is incalculable and 
perspective a myth. The balloon is the 
Sport of chance and is liable to deposit its 
passengers anywhere from the top of a 
church steepie to the bottom of a ditch. 
Lhe aeronaut takes his life in his own hands 
when he ascends with the air ship. Should 
it take fire, burst in mid-air or cool off too 
suddenly in striking a cold current the re- 
sult is collapse and disaster, for there is no 
safety valve to the fire balloon. 

The acranout is invariably an enthusiast 
until he mects with an accident, after 
which discretion becomes the better part of 
valor and he is content to rally substitutes 
for an ascension, After afew years he is 
apt to retire altogether and leaye to others 
the hazardous occupation. Up toa period 
of six years ago thero numbered but twenty 
aeronauts in this country and they were in 
great demand at country fairs, settlers’ and 
soldiers’ reunions aud upon legal holidays, 
rural celebrations being considered incom- 
lets without the daring balloonist, who, 

‘or the time being, was of more importance 
than the President and the entire Senate 
and it may be added that no occupation is 
more conducive to conceit and self-sufli- 
ciency than that of the aeronaut, 

There is less profit in the business now 
than fomerly; the novelty of the ordinary 
bulloon ascension no Yonger exists for 
Americans. Realizing this, nearly every 
acronant now makes the sensational para- 
chute descent, 

On reaching the desired altitude this is 
affected by cutting the connecting rope. 
There is a rapid fall, the resistance of the
